Proceedings of the Seventy-Fifth Session of the Iowa Annual Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church 

FIRST DAY 

Bloomfield, Iowa, September 4th, 1918.

Greetings. — The Secretary announced the receipt of a letter

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cnce in 1857, now residing at Berkley, Cal., and a member of the 
California Conference. The Secretary was instructed to reply. 

Permanent Fund . — A. B. Hightshoe moved “that our objec- 
tive for the support of Conference Claimants be $500,000.00 to 
be raised by intensive campaign, the time and plan to be deter- 
mined by the Conference Board of Stewards and District Super- 
intendents.” The motion was amended on motion of J. W. 
Hancher, calling for the 'appointment of a committee to wait on 
the Laymen’s Association, now in session and put this matter be- 
fore them for their consideration, adoption and co-operation, and 
the motion as amended prevailed. A. B. Hightshoe, U. S. Smith 
and J. C. Kendrick were appointed such committee. 

Board of Stewards . — On motion of A. B. Hightshoe it was 
ordered that the action of the Board of Stewards in the distribu- 
tion of the Claimants’ fund shall be final as provided in para- 
graph 339 of the Discipline. 

Dividends. — The Secretary reported the receipt of a draft 
for $2500.00 from Chris Haw, treasurer of the Permanent Fund, 
which was turned over to the treasurer of the Conference. 

Deaf Mutes . — The Secretary reported a contribution of $6.00 
from P. J. Hasenstab, pastor of the deaf mute mission of Chicago 
and elsewhere, the same to be distributed as follows: to the col- 
lege $1.00, Iowa Methodist Hospital $2.00, and to the Conference 
Claimants $3.00. 

Resolution. — In behalf of the Committee on Education 
George Blagg presented the following resolution and recommen- 
dation; which after discussion was adopted as read: “Resolved, 
That in lieu of the collectionfor the general work of education, 
which should have been taken in 1916 and 1917 and was not taken, 
that we authorize the treasurer of the Iowa Conference to pay the 
sum of Five Hundred Dollars ($500 ) to the Board of Education. 

We recommend that the annual Conference Board of Educa- 
tion be authorized to agree to pay to the Board of Education of 
the church Six Hundred Dollars ($600) per year for the remaining 
two years of this quadrennium in lieu of all further claims for 
this period on the part of that Board.” 

Telegram. — A telegram from Robt. L. Kelly, Secretary of the 
American Council of Education, addressed to J. H. Krenmyre, 
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student secretary of I. W. C., was read by J. W. Hancher as fol- 
lows: “Men receive pay for privates, instruction paid for, train- 
ing and mess.” This has reference to the S. A. T. C. 

Centenary Program. — E. E. Higley of Des Moines Confer- 
ence, was presented and addressed the Conference on “The Time- 
liness and Urgency of the Centenary as a War Measure”. J. A. 
Wesley Mell, D. D., Pacific Coast representative of the American 
Bible Society, was introduced and addressed the Conference on 
“The Centenary Drive, — What It Is, and What Its Purposes Are ” 

National Prohibition . — Bishop Hughes read from the daily 
paper the gratifying news that President Wilson had ordered the 
discontinuance of the manufacture of beer and other malt liquors 
after December 1st, 1918, and, the action of the Senate in pass- 
ing the measure for National prohibition after July 1st, 1919. 

On motion of H. C. Millice the Secretary was instructed to 
send President Wilson a telegram of congratulation on his act. 

L. A. Bradford, student pastor at Ames, was introduced and 
addressed the Conference regarding the Centenary and the Wes- 
ley Foundation. 

J. W. Hancher was called and spoke particularly of the re- 
sources of the church. 

Time Extended . — On motion of R. L. Patterson the time was 
extended to 12 :30. 

Fixed Time to Adjourn . — On motion of C. L. Tennant it was 
ordered that when we adjourn we adjourn to meet at 1:30 and 
that Dr. R. P. Clancey be heard at that time. 

Introduced. — E. E. Phelps, Business Manager of the I. W. 
C., was introduced and spoke briefly. 

Adjournment . — The Conference adjourned with the benedic- 
tion by Dr. Clancey.

Called to Chair . — Bishop Hughes retiring to meet the Cabi- 
net, T. J. Myers was called to preside. 

Sale of Church. — On motion of G. L. Minear it was ordered 
that the money received for the sale of Salem church on Lynnville 
circuit five years ago be given to the trustees of the Lynnville 
church to be applied on parsonage improvement. 

Reports. — The report of the Deaconess Board was made by 
R. L. Patterson and adopted, after which Miss Mary C. Jackson, 
Superintendent of Graham Hospital, was introduced. 

The report of the Committee on Temperance was read by 
E. C. Brooks and on motion of W. S. Gardner was adopted. 

The reports of the Committees on Sunday Schools and Dis- 
trict Conference Records were read by the Secretary and on his 
motion were adopted. 

The report of President E. A. Schell was received and order- 
ed filed for publication.

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Y ear Books . — On motion of W. A. Longnecker it was ordered 
1 — That the Secretaries be authorized to edit and publish the 
Conference Journal and Year Book. 2 — That 2600 copies be 
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printed. 3 — That the price to members of the Conference be 15 
cents each, with a discount of 20 per cent, if paid within 30 days 
after receipt, the distribution to be on the basis of one copy for 
every seventen members. 4 — That to charges served by sup- 
plies, other than members of the Conference, no Journals be sent,, 
except on cash order.

Reports. — M. D. Cox, for the Conference Board of Home 
Missions and Church Extension, reported the recommendations 
cf the Boards askings for the ensuing year, and the report was 
adopted. 

A. H. Barker reported for the Committee on Benevolences 
Other Than Missions, and the report was adopted. 

Collection. — On motion of the Secretary a collection was 
taken for the janitor of the local church, amounting to $12.21, 
which the Secretary placed in his hands. 

Expenses . — On motion of the Secretary the expenses of the 
Conference officers was allowed and ordered paid from the funds 
of the Board of Publishers. 
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Resolutions. — The Secretary introduced a resolution of appre- 
ciation of the hospitality of the local church, its pastor, H. B. 
Scoles, and of the citizens of Bloomfield, which was adopted by a 
rising vote of the Conference. 

The Secretary introduced the following resolution which on 
motion of J. C. Kendrick was adopted by a rising vote, the motion 
being put by the Secretary: “Whereas, Bishop M. S. Hughes, 

who began his ministry in the Iowa Conference thirty years ago, 
has come to the presidency of this, the seventy-fifth session of 
the Conference, in accordance with the request of the Conference 
made one year ago ; therefore, be it 

Resolved, First, that we hereby express our hearty apprecia- 
tion of the presence and presidency of Bishop Hughes, for his 
wise and helpful counsels, his inspiring addresses, his sermon on 
the Sabbath, and for his brotherly demeanor throughout the Con- 
ference session. Second, that we will follow him in brotherly 
interest and in prayer and will gladly welcome his return to the 
presidency of the Conference.” 

Transfer. — The Bishop announced the transfer of M. E. 
Nethercut from the Des Moines to the Iowa Conference. 

Cabinet Nominations. — The nominations by the Cabinet of 
Committees and Boards for the ensuing year was filed for publi- 
cation. 



Special Appointments. — On motion of W. H. Perdew the 
Bishop was requested to make the special appointments appended 
to the list of pastoral appointments. 

Adjournment. — On motion of J. A. Boatman it was ordered 
that after the reading of the minutes, and of the appointments 
and other exercises the Conference should adjourn sine die. 

Journal. — The minutes of today’s session were read, corrected 
and approved. 

Closing Exercises. — Hymn number 416 was sung and W. G. 
Thorn led the Conference in prayer. 

Appointments. — Bishop Hughes made a few preliminary re- 
marks and then read the list of appointments. The Conference 
joined in singing the Doxology, after which the benediction was 
pronounced by Bishop Hughes and the Conference stood adjourn- 
ed sine die.

BURLINGTON DISTRICT 

Dear Bishop Hughes and Brethren: 

With deep appreciation of all the kindness and hospitality of the £ 

parsonage homes and of the many courtesies from the charges and 
with gratitude to our Heavenly Father for His kind providence and 
grace, I bring this report of the work on the Burlington District. 

Last Conference Mt. Sterling, West Burlington and Sperry were 
left to be supplied. Geo. H. Smith, member of the Central Illinois 
Conference, was secured for Mt. Sterling and has proven himself the 
right man for the place. Sperry has been well taken care of by Broth- 
er Horton B. Green, also a member of the Central Illinois Conference. 

One of our college students, Brother Glenn Frye, supplied West Bur- 
lington until the first of June, when he was released to enlist. Since 
that time our church has joined in union services with the German 
Methodist Episcopal Church of the city. Brother Frye did good work, 
and the charge will have a very good report. 

With all of the other special calls to which our District has re- 
sponded liberally, we have met the special collections ordered by the 
church. Many of the charges kept white Christmas in behalf of the 
Armenian and Syrian Relief Fund. The majority took the War Work 
collection, and a number went over the top with more than ten per 
cent, of the pastor’s salary. 

The Laymen’s Sunday School campaign, though not reaching our 
apportionment of the 5,000 new men, has been productive of much 
good. We are greatly indebted to the Board of Sunday Schools and to 
Dr. W. S. Bovard for the effective assistance they gave us during the 
year. 

We are not stampeded by the lamentable cry of recent Sundav 
School statistics. We do realize the need of speeding up our efforts, 
and believe that after a while we will all awaken to the fact that while 
we must do our best to educate folks in the Kingdom, we never can 
educate them into it. We will get back to the Christ method of re- 
generation. Modern pedagogy will never be able to take the place 
of the new birth. Culture is a splendid thing for the saved, but it 
can not cure sin. 

We began our Stewardship Drive in the District Conference at 
Montrose. Dr. R. S. Cushman was with us, bringing both informa- 
tion and inspiration. Later we held two group meetings and put on 
the campaign in the latter part of June and the first of July. Some 
of the charges were not able to join us in the drive, but we are grati- 
fied with the success thus far and expect to join the other Districts in 
the campaign after Conference. 

Ten charges show an average of eight tithers, with 427 inter- 
cession cards signed. A number of laymen of large means have 
pledged their intention to tithe. 

We had two sessions of the District Conference, the first in Mt. 

Union and the second in Montrose. Pastors Ireland and Trostle and 
their people took good care of us, and the Conferences were profitable. 

The District Epworth League Institute-Convention was held in 
Fairfield. The attendance was good and the entertainment first-class. 

Some thirty young people consecrated themselves during the life ser- 
vice hour and over forty answered the call to continue or become 
tithers. 
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The Women’s Missionary Societies both held good conventions and 
have had an average year in their work. 

Farmington has provided for some eight hundred dollars on their 
church debt. Santa Fe Ave. has raised in pledges on the church debt 
over seventeen hundred dollars, eleven hundred dollars of which has 
been paid. Keokuk has paid eleven hundred dollars on the debt and re- 
decorated the church. The entire debt is provided for. Kinsgton has 
reduced its debt by about three hundred, and put sixty dollars into 
improvements. Burlington- Circuit improved its parsonage to the 
amount of over four hundred dollars. The Hillsboro Circuit has ex- 



pended two hundred and ninety-eight dollars in improving and paint- 
ing. Mediapolis painted and paid debts to the amount of seven 
hundred dollars. Canaan Church, on the Mt. Union Circuit, has pur- 
chased a house for community work. The building and remodeling cost 
about one thousand dollars. Salem parsonage was re-roofed at a 
cost of almost one hundred dollars. The Bethesda Church, on the 
Fairfield Circuit, which is mentioned in the report of last year, was 
dedicated October 28th, by the writer, assisted by the pastor, the 
Rev. P. S. Apfel and Brothers Pool and Keesey. The finances were 
all provided lor before the day of dedication. They have also pur^- 
chased a first-class piano. This is one of the best country churches in 
the District. It is well equipped with good basement and furnace. 
Winfield has paid a debt of four hundred and fifty dollars and put one 
hundred dollars on parsonage improvements. West Burlington paid 
five hundred dollars on its debt. 

The finances of the District have been fairly well kept up. Our 
benevolences will at least be up to last year. I am hoping the College 
collection will show a gain. We expect to have our part in the great 
Centenary campaign and do all we can to help realize both the eighty , 
million and the revival which should accompany and follow it. 

Our College had a good year and is now almost ready to open , 
for another. It is reported that the student outlook is good. The > 
School of Music has been reorganized and is now under the full control 
of the College. The faculty has been strengthened and the prospects 
all point to one of the best years of our history. 

Our pastors have been faithful, and with few exceptions have held 
special meetings. We are sorry to have to report only a few con- 
versions. Other matters have so absorbed the attention of the people 
that it has been impossible to rally them for revival work. 

We must and WE WILL win the war, but we are in danger of 
forgetting that it will be a poor victory unless we win in the NAME 
of OUR PRINCE OF RIGHTEOUSNESS AND PEACE. 



Splendid eleemosynary organizations have taken their places in 
the sun, and in our proper loyalty to and support of them, we are 
giving the Church a secondary place. Brethren, this will not do. None 
of these can take the place of the Church. We must so exalt the 
Church that the world can not forget that the Church undergirds and 
furnishes the ideals and support for these Godgiven institutions. Only 
the Church will be able to hold the standards up to the heights where 
they belong to make the world safe for democracy. 

Death visited one of our parsonage homes during the year. Mrs. 
S. P. Trostle, beloved wife of our pastor in Montrose, passed away 
Friday, February 22, after only a few days of illness. Fitting refer- 
ence to her life and character has already been made.

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MUSCATINE DISTRICT 

Bishop Hughes and the Members of the Iowa Conference. 

Dear Brothers: Two charges were left to be supplied at the close 
of our Conference last fall. Rev. W. G. Thorne has served Grandview 
to the delight and profit of the people, who earnestly urge his return 
tor another year. Rev. A. W. Starkebaum supplied Guernsey until 
July, when he left the charge, having arranged to teach school the 
coming year. 

In November, Rev. H. C. Millice was compelled to go to the Iowa 
Methodist Hospital for treatment. He was doing exceedingly well, 
but met v/ith a most serious accident. The top of his skull was frac- 
tured nearly around, and for some time his life was despaired of, but 
Brother Millice had been too well-hardened by years of experience as 
a Methodist Circuit rider to let a little thing like a broken head kill 
him, and it was not many weeks until he was back at his charge, where 
he has been working like a young man. He speaks in highest praise 
of his treatment at the hospital. 

A few weeks ago Rev. J. A. Glendinning had a severe attack of 
appendicitis and it was found necessary to operate. He had a rather 
serious time but has recovered nicely. It is not likely that he will be 
able to attend this session of the Conference. 

FINANCE. — There was an advance of $1,700 in the amounts ap- 
portioned to pastors salaries. There are still seven charges which pay 
less than a bare living, that is one thousand dollars, six which pay only 
one thousand, and two but little more. This is lamentable, not only 
for the pastor, but also for the charge, for it makes impossible extra 
expenditures, which tell so much in a pastor’s effectiveness. I shall 
be greatly surprised and disappointed if there are any deficiencies in 
ministerial support and am sure that the reports of the pastors 
will show an advance in amounts contributed for the benevolences. 
Some charges will for the first time pay their apportionments in full. 

On March 24th our new church at Williamsburg was dedicated 
by President Schell. Rev. J. W. Lambert has wrought well and all 
join in congratulating him in being so truly the leader in this im- 
portant and much needed church building enterprise. It is a fine 
modern brick building, costing $18,000, but looks more like a $25,000 
building, and will stand as a monument of the distinct service rendered 
to the community by Brother Lambert and his people. Dr. Schell so 
well managed the finances and the people responded so generously 
that sufficient money was raised to remodel the parsonage at a cost 
of more than $1,500, so that our people have there, not only a new 
church, but also a modern parsonage. 

On account of the conditions, less than the usual amount has been 
expended on building and improvements, but our properties are gen- 
erally kept in a good condition of repair. 

CONFERENCES AND CONVENTIONS.— Two sessions of the 
District Conference were held, the first at West Liberty and the second 
at Columbus Junction. Both were attended by nearly all our pastors 
and a number of laymen, and were seasons of much profit. The District 
Epworth League convention was held at Williamsburg and promised 
much for the forward movement of the church. 

At the closing consecration service more than thirty young women 
dedicated themselves to the call of God for service. 

SPIRITUAL CONDITIONS. — Many pastors have found the work 
of the year difficult. It could not be but that the minds of the people 
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were taken up with the dreadful war and it has seemed almost impos- 
sible to cause unsaved people to consider their spiritual interests. So 
many of the young men have been called to the service of the country, 
that some of our strongest young men’s classes in the Sunday School 
have been greatly depleted in numbers and almost broken up. 

The Epworth League has been crippled by the loss of many of 
the best leaders. What rejoicing there will be when the dreadful war 
is won and the boys come marching home! 

What of the Future ? Surely this is a time when the church must 
build a larger program of service to the world. It seems to me that, 
as a Conference, we have been too conservative. The other Confer- 
ences of the state have surpassed us in many particulars and it is high 
time we adopt a more progressive plan. I suggest: (1) That we 

meet all apportionments for ministerial support and apportioned benev- 
olences in full, including the 50 cents per member for our college. 
(2) That we do not rest until we have, at least, one million dollars pro- 
ductive endowment for our beloved Iowa Wesleyan. (3) That, at this 
session of our Conference, we fix, as a minimum, a goal of $500,000 
for our Permanent Fund. Talking $100,000 defeats us at the outset. 
How can we expect young men, worth-while young men, to make the 
sacrifice they are compelled to make when they enter the ministry, 
unless we give them fair promise of a comfortable support when they 
are no longer able to work or care for their families in case of death ? 
(4) Quit our annual quibble in regard to the support of the Inter Con- 
ference Commission and co-operate, in every possible way, in raising 
the Wesley Foundation Endowment. (5) Let us accept and realize 
the askings of the Centenary. Just at this time a call for World 
Wide Intercession and a campaign for the Conversion of the World 
comes with mighty appeal. Is it not still true that if we “Bring all 
the tithes into the store house that there may be meat in mine house,” 
that there will come such baptisms of spiritual blessings as will give 
us power to overcome the enemy which opposes us and seeks our de- 
struction. We know that there are many of our Methodists who do not 
relate themselves, in any definite way, to the work of the Kingdom. 
There are thousands of unsaved people in Iowa whom we seem power- 
less to reach. Uncounted millions sit in darkness. Jesus is the only 
Saviour of the world, but we have never really proved Him or put Him 
to the test. Jesus never fails but we fail and are failing. God help us. 
To my mind that statement that after the war the church must be 
reorganized, to meet the demands of the day, is silly talk. What we 
must have is an army of Christian men and women who are keeping 
step with the Commander-in-Chief, Jesus Christ, our Lord, and it is 
folly to send millions of the flower of our land across the water to 
overthrow the enemies of humanity with carnal weapons, unless we 
rally the larger army for the conversion of the world. 

It is but due that a word of appreciation should be spoken of for 
the pastors of the Muscatine District. It has been a difficult year, 
such as try men’s souls, and they have, without exception, held the 
line and many advances have been made. I can truly say that it is 
being more and more impressed upon me that there are no more fit 
men than the Methodist preachers. Associated with them are hun- 
dreds of men and women of the laity who are anxious to make any 
possible sacrifice for the advancement of the Kingdom. God bless our 
pastors, their wives and families, and make them a blessing.

OSKALOOSA DISTRICT 



Dear Bishop and Brethren of the Iowa Conference: 

It is with a feeling of deep gratitude to God that I present this, 
my fourth annual report of the work on the Oskaloosa District. 

Since adjournment a year ago, none of our ministerial brethren 
have been stricken by the hand of death. Of the widows of ministers, 
two have fallen. Sister Adams, of Mt. Vernon, widow of our sainted 
Rev. F. W. Adams, was called from labor to reward. Her whole life 
has been abundant in faith and good works and her passing was 
triumphant. Sister Waring, widow of the late Rev. E. H. Waring, 
answered the final summons at the home of her daughter at Indianola, 
and her body was laid to rest at Forest cemetery at Oskaloosa. 

The general health of the brethren and their families has been 
good. W. J. Hamilton was taken violently sick last fall and his con- 
dition was critical for some days. For several weeks he was a patient 
at our Iowa Methodist Hospital. Skillful surgery and good care, with 
the blessing of God, restored him to his usual health. Mrs. Neville was 
in precarious health for a time but medical attention at our hospital 
soon enabled her again to take her place beside her husband in their 
efficient service for the Master. 

Immediately after our Conference session a -year ago, Dr. H. N. 
Smith asked to be released from the charge at Deep River. Dr. Perdew 
consented to the appointment of Lloyd Tennant to that work. I secured 
the transfer of Roy V. Felt from the Missouri Conference and ap- 
pointed him to Cedar. Guy J. Winslow was appointed to Garden Grove 
by the Bishop presiding at the Des Moines Conference. This left 
Kellogg vacant, which work I have supplied as best I could with various 
students, until recently W. G. Barr took the work and has closed the 
year. Late in October A. B. Richards and wife sailed for China. After 
some weeks Myron E. Hayes was appointed to supply Lacey. A. N. 
Courtney secured an appointment in Dakota, and E. R. Borton has 
served Bussey charge since the first of December. He sent me his 
reports and is entering the army. Wm. L. Allen, of Indiana, consented 
to take Knoxville Circuit, but, delayed by car trouble, he did not reach 
his charge till the middle of November. S. R. Heath, of Colorado, has 
acceptably supplied the Lynnville charge during the year. T. J. Pettit 
was transferred to Palmer, Northwest Iowa Conference, on March 1st, 
and Geo. Filmer was moved from Martinsburg to Tracey. On advice 
of the government, P. M. Conant reported to the Chaplaincy School 
at Camp Taylor on July 12th and was commissioned on August 15th. 
Though he closed up the year at New Sharon, he is absent from this 
session of the Conference because of his duties in the army. 

The Conference year closes in the Oskaloosa District with thirty- 
six pastors, twelve of whom are supplies. 

The matters of finance has been well cared for on the charges 
served by members or probationers in the Conference or regular resi- 
dent supplies. Some charges increased the pastoral support. Beacon 
and Malcom, $50 each; Knoxville Circuit, $75; Cedar, Hedrick, Oskaloosa 
and Tracey, each $100; Reasnor, $137; Fremont, Knoxville and Ollie, 
each $200, and Newton, $300. Some other charges have dropped back in 
support, where, because of lack of men, I had to send student supplies, 
leaving the total pastoral support on the district about as last year. 

Some charges have increased the benevolences and some have 
fallen short of last year. From the reports now in, the total from the 
District will be about the same. 
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This year has not been one of extensive improvement in church 
and parsonage property. Besides some minor repairs in various 
charges, a few are worthy of note. Hope Chapel on the Deep River 
charge is furnished with the Delco electric lights; and the Ladies’ 
Aid at Deep River, with a view to erecting a new parsonage, has 
bought the lot adjoining the parsonage on the east. Grinnell is in- 
stalling a new furnace in the church. Reasnor has a new church base- 
ment, at a cost of $2,300; Sonora has papered the church and painted 
church and parsonage at a cost of nearly $600. On December 2nd 
Dr. L. M. Grigsby, assisted by the pastor, L. L. Smith, and the 
District Superintendent, dedicated the new Hayden Chapel on the 
Eddyville work. It is a neat, beautiful country chapel, with auditorium 
and lecture room. The total cost, including furnishings, was near 
$3,000. 

Though there are five colleges within the bounds of our district, 
our Methodist people are loyal to our own college, Iowa Wesleyan, 
and the support this year will be beyond any previous report. One of 
our leading laymen, E. E. Phelps, of Delta, has been selected by the 
board of trustees as business manager. 

We held two sessions of the District Conference, the first at Fre- 
mont, November 6-8, and the second at Ollie, May 22-23. The W. H. 
M. S. district meeting convened at Barnes City, April 11-14, and the 
W. F. M. S., at Grinnell, May 9-12. The District convention of the Ep- 
worth League was held at Brooklyn, June 18-20, and is reported to 
exceed all previous records in attendance and interest. Two hun- 
dred and thirty persons registered as delegates and visitors. 

Our drive for men in the Sunday School has not succeeded as we 
had hoped it would, but our reports show an increase of about three 
hundred men in the Sunday Schools. When we remember that more than 
a thousand of men and boys have gone from our schools in the service 
of our country, our efforts have not utterly failed. We hope to con- 
tinue our work in getting other men lined up for Bible study. 

Miss Myrtle Saylor, of Mediapolis; Mr. A. K. Harper, of Fairfield, 
and Mr. W T . H. Hamilton, of Sigourney, have severally assisted our 
pastors in revival work, with some degree of success. Other pastors 
have held their own meetings and some have been kept from pro- 
tracted meetings by the shortage of fuel. These war times have not 
as yet proved conducive to the success of evangelism. 

Besides the hundreds of laymen and laymen’s sons in the army 
and 'navy, our preachers’ families have furnished their share for the 
service. From our latest information the following have answered the 
patriotic call: Kenneth Brown, munitions plant, Alabama; Nelson Heh- 
ner, in a chemical unit; Bert and Forest Filmer, somewhere in France; 
Paul and Rail Grigsby, the former in Radio service, Tuckerton, N. J., 
the latter at Camp Sheridan; Ralph Heppe, somewhere in France; 
Geo. J. Minear, field artillery, Camp Taylor; Gordon Dale Cox and 
Preston M. Conant, chaplains, the former in France, the latter at 
Camp Funston. 

My attendance at the convention of District Superintendents in 
June at Columbus, Ohio, was full of profit to me. The Centenary Com- 
mission certainly brought together a mass of information on the 
world’s need. It was presented in a convincing manner. Surely the 
stupendous task set for us in the Centenary ought to be accomplished. 
What ought to be done can be done. To reach the goal set will broaden 
the vision of the church, will deepen the spiritual life, will save mul- 
titudes of souls, will hasten the coming of the Kingdom of God and of 
His Christ with power. Oskaloosa District is preparing for this cen- 
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tenary. We plan a stewardship campaign during the month of Octo- 
ber. It will be launched at Beacon on October 1st. 

The desired items of information have not been received from 
some of the pastors, but from the reports already in, we have the fol- 
lowing statistics for the year: 

Number of persons who have professed conversion 768 

Number of persons received into preparatory membership 392 

Net increase in membership 297 

Number of pastoral calls made 11,430 

Amount of new subscriptions to church and parsonage improve- 
ment $6,438 

Amount paid in on both old and new subscriptions $7,408 

I am glad that I can here express my gratitude to my pastors 
and their families and to the people. May God bless them all and rich- 
ly reward them for their many kindnesses to me.

While proud of the representation for the District by this goodly con- 
tingent of young men and others who may yet be called or feel impelled 
for conscience sake to offer themselves, we also recognize that fitting 
tribute is also due the men, who, remaining at the home base, ‘have 
given their consecrated manhood to the care of the churches and the 
advance of Kingdom interests, while loyally supporting our armies 
over seas. These losses in men have required an unusual number of 
changes in appointments and some charges have been without pastors 
for a short period. But the year closes with every church in the 
District under pastoral oversight. 

BUILDING IMPROVEMENTS.— The rededication of First 
Church, Ottumwa, on December 2nd, with Bishop J. F. Berry in com- 
mand, was a signal culminating trumph in reconstruction and finance. 
On points of utility, artistic finish and spiritual ensemble this church 
edifice takes first rank in the Omaha area. 

Kirkville is also happy in the added convenience and beauty of 
their remodeled church. The rededication proved an inspiring rally. 
The amount asked by the building committee being oversubscribed fifty 
per cent, providing for all outstanding obligations, besides much needed 
repairs on the parsonage. 

Unionville is just now finishing the reconstruction plan begun a 
year ago. Though unavoidably delayed by difficulties arising from war 
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conditions, the work will be completed and fittingly rededicated in the 
opening weeks of the new year, giving to this faithful people a well 
appointed village church, in a field where large opportunities are of- 
fered for aggressive work. 

Main Street, Ottumwa, has purchased a large dwelling adjoining 
the church property and remodeled the same to conform to the unified 
plan with the church building. At a single stroke of good policy a 
splendid Sunday School apartment, a home for the janitor, and a good 
working plant has been secured by this aggressive society. The total 
cost of nine thousand dollars was fully provided for with more than 
six thousand of this amount in cash. Dr. L. M. Grigsby had charge 
of the finances, and with local pastors assisted the District Superin- 
tendent in the rededication, which was an occasion of great joy and 
spiritual fervency with the peonle. The debt on parsonage of more 
than nine hundred dollars has also been paid, making a total of over 
ten thousand dollars for building interests. 

Your attention has already been drawn to the reconstruction under 
development on this building in which the seventy-fifth session of this 
Conference has been called to order. In view of the hindrances occasioned 
by unexpected delay in shipping, with scarcity of material and labor, 
caused by war conditions, the Bloomfield church and pastor are to be 
commended for the progress made thus far to provide building arrange- 
ments for the convenience of this session. It should be noted that the 
whole program, including the money campaign, the developing of plans 
with the architect, the letting of contracts, and work of construction 
has all been put on within the past four months. Other churches in- 
cluding Mvstic, Plano, Miller’s Chapel on the Blakesburg charge, and 
Zoar on the Exline charge, have received minor repairs, including 
papering, painting, redecorating, etc. Centerville has rebuilt its 
beautiful pipe organ at large expense and paid other outstanding 
obligations. 

Looking to the future, Willard Street, Ottumwa, has but recently 
begun their canvass for much needed improvements on the church 
building, plans for which will be fully consummated during the com- 
ing year. 

A number of parsonages on the District have received much needed 
attention in painting, improved heating, hardwood finish, electric light- 
ing, papering, etc., notably Albia, Lovilia, Keosauqua, Blakesburg, 
Kirkville, Cincinnati, Packwood, West Grove and others. 

MINISTERIAL SUPPORT. — The serious fact that many of our 
pastors are greatly embarrassed by the difficulty of meeting living 
expenses and keeping themselves free from debt on the support 
furnished in the face of constantly advancing prices, has received some 
consideration by estimating committees and Quarterly Conferences. 
Twenty-three charges increased the cash salaries during the year in 
amounts from fifty to three hundred dollars. The District as a whole, 
these charges with the others, has paid the ministerial claims of the 
year more promptly and fully, than they did the year previous. We are 
encouraged to believe that the published minutes will show few, if any, 
deficiencies on ministerial claims. The standard for the District, es- 
tablished a year ago of “Every ministerial claim in full and no de- 
linquent churches,” has promise of realization this year. 

BENEVOLENCES AND WAR CALLS.— Our churches in town 
and country have been rallying centers for the staging of numerous 
drives for Red Cross, Y. M. C. A., Liberty Bonds, and other appeals 
in the support of the great war to which our nation has been 
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thoroughly committed. Pastors and laymen have been leaders, and 
our people, being of necessity in the immediate field of these drives, 
have been generous supporters of these worthy causes made necessary 
by a world tragedy. However, we are led to believe, that except that 
in some eccentric cases of particular individuals, our people have not 
shown the shortsighted patriotism which takes from the treasury of 
the church to support the claims which the war makes upon their 
benevolence. In public utterance we have not hesitated to reach a full- 
orbed patriotism, which, while supporting generously the by-products 
of our evangelical gospel, does not do so at the expense of the main 
base from which emerge the enterprises for a world’s redemption with 
all the missionary, philanthropic and humanitarian elements. 

The fourth Quarterly Conference reports give promise that for 
the district as a whole there will be no decrease in the total of be- 
nevolent offerings, while some charges will report all claims in full 
and others a substantial increase over last year. 

The call of the Methodist War Council for a war emergency offer- 
ing met with a hearty response from pastors and churches and the 
results will total a large sum for this purpose. 

THE CENTENARY. — By action of fourth quarterly conferences 
every church in the district is provided with a Centenary council to 
co-operate with the pastor in that great movement for the coming 
year. The organization of the district according to plans of the Cen- 
tral Committee has been arranged for and awaits the touch of the 
button, which the inspiration of this Conference session will no doubt 
provide, to set it in motion. It is our hope that the district shall be 
an active participant in and a large beneficiary of this timely mobiliz- 
ing of the church to answer the call of God to meet the exigencies 
of a new world situation growing out of the war. 

EVANGELISM. — Ten per cent, increase in membership by con- 
versions, though not fully realized, has been the constant objective 
for which our pastors have striven. Revival campaigns have been 
well planned and fruitful meetings held in most of our charges. 
With the pastor as evangelist or with outside help the following 
charges were especially favored with conversions and accessions: 
Buxton, Main Street, Ottumwa, Moravia, Mystic, Unionville, Oak 
Ridge on the Troy charge, Sharon Chapel on the Exline charge, Plano 
on the Jerome charge, and others. In most instances results were 
conserved by the organization of Epworth Leagues, including Juniors, 
or Gospel Teams, and special prayer meetings in an effort to train 
new converts in the faith and in practical Christian service. 

THE MEN’S DRIVE. — We have constantly sought to co-operate 
with the committee of the Layman’s Association in charge of the 
campaign for men in the Sunday School. With this end in view we 
have twice made a special tour of the district, holding Conferences and 
Rallies with the pastors and their men. The first in the late autumn, 
in company with Dr. W. S. Bovard, General Secretary of the Adult 
Department of our Sunday School Board, and in the month of May 
with Dr. Arthur L. Moody, pastor of our Church at Mohawk, New 
York. Although the results were not all that we hoped for, many men 
were enrolled in Bible classes who were not before attending the 
Sunday School, and practically every Sunday School in the district 
now has a men’s class or has made some definite effort to secure the 
attendance of more men. Many of these classes, however, will show 
little increase in average attendance of men because of the loss of the 
younger men who have gone into the military service. The names of 
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these soldier members are still kept on the class rolls and marked 
present at regular sessions. 

AUXILIARY SOCIETIES AND CONVENTIONS.— The Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary and the Woman’s Home Missionary Societies not 
only gather large funds for their special work abroad and at home, but 
with their young people’s and children’s organizations, have rendered 
invaluable service as schools for missionary study and the cultivation 
of the missionary spirit. Many of the churches are yet to be entered 
by one or both of these societies, whose work ever proves invigorating 
to the spiritual life of the church which maintains it. Conventions 
were held by the Foreign Society at Moulton and by the Home Society 
at Keosauqua, where excellent programs were presented. 

The Ladies’ Aid Society continues to do a much needed and impor- 
tant work in promoting social fellowship and raising funds to sup- 
plement the financial resources for the care of property and to meet 
other necessitous conditions. 

The Epworth League and the Junior Epworth League even more 
so continues a rather hesitating existence. However, some of the most 
active of both Senior and Junior flourish in the smaller churches. The 
annual convention held in June at First Church, Ottumwa, carried out 
a full and varied program which was featured by life consecration ser- 
vices to which a large number of young people on the district re- 
sponded. The program closed with the hanging of the service flag for 
the Leagues of the district, with one hundred and seventy-six names 
of young men who have gone out from local chapters to serve under 
the colors. The banner for the largest representation was awarded to 
Jerome chapter. 

Two sessions of the District Conference have been convened. At 
Main Street, Ottumwa, in November, a large number of laymen were 
in attendance and every pastor on the district present but one. A 
District Laymen’s Association was organized with E. E. Rominger as 
president and E. L. Stickney as secretary-treasurer. The spring 
session at Moulton in May gave special attention to the stewardship 
movement, represented by Dr. Ralph S. Cushman, and the Men’s Drive 
in the Sunday School by Dr. W. S. Bovard. By unanimous action the 
Centenary Movement was endorsed and a vote taken to put on the four 
weeks’ program early in the coming year. 

In closing I wish to congratulate the Conference on this seventy- 
fifth anniversary of its organization and our presiding Bishop on this 
thirtieth anniversary of his admission to the itinerant ministry. I wish 
also to gratefully acknowledge the loyal support and unfailing hos- 
pitality of both pastors and laymen as we have sought to labor to- 
gether with God.

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EDUCATION. 

Report No. 1. 

Resolved, That in lieu of the collection for the general work of 
education, which should have been taken in 1916-1917, but was not so 
taken, that we authorize the treasurer of the Iowa Conference to pay 
the sum of Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00) to the Board of Education. 

We recommend that the Annual Conference Board of Education be 
authorized to agree to pay to the Board of Education of the church 
six hundred dollars per year for the remaining two years of this 
quadrennium in lieu of all further claims for this period on the part 
of that Board. 

Report No. 2. 

1st. That we recommend the continuance of the Inter-Conference 
Commission of Iowa which shall consider all questions for the advance- 
ment of Methodist interests throughout the State; the Wesley Founda- 
tion of Iowa dealing only with those interests connected with all the 
that the Conference elect as members of the Inter-Conference Corn- 
work of Methodism in our State schools. And we further recommend 
mission of Iowa two District Superintendents, two pastors, and two 
laymen at each annual session, who shall constitute, together with 
those of other Conferences, the Inter-Conference Commission of Iowa 
for the ensuing year. For this year we nominate the following: W. H. 
Perdew, H. F. Gilbert, H. B. Scoles, W. A. Longnecker, J. S. Bellamy, 
H. M. Havner. 

2nd. That we continue the apportionment of 3 cents per member 
for support of student pastors. 

3rd. That we endorse the campaign for $175,000.00 for buildings 
and equipment at Ames and Iowa City. 

4th. We nominate H. M. Havner as trustee of the Wesley Founda- 
tion for a term of four years. 

5th. We further recommend that inasmuch as the Laymen’s As- 
sociation has passed a resolution to the effect that we as a Conference 
assume a share on the grade basis with the other Conferences the in- 
debtedness on property at Ames and Iowa City in the sum of 
$15,000.00; that we endorse their action and instruct the District Super- 
intendents to apportion same to charges in a lump sum to each charge, 
to be raised with the benevolences, provided the other three Confer- 
ences will do the same. 

6th. We recommend the apportionment of fifty cents per member 
to our charges for the current support of Iowa Wesleyan College. 

7th. We nominate for Trustees of Iowa Wesleyan College, H. L. 
McGrew, W. H. Perdew, Adam Weir. 

8th. We recommend that the Committee on Education constitute 
the visitors to Iowa Wesleyan College. 

9th. Visitors to Garret Biblical Institute — C. R. Zimmerman. 

Drew Theological Seminary — F. E. Day. 

Boston Theological Seminary — J. F. Robertson. 

Iliff School of Theology — E. A. Bentzinger. 

10th. We nominate for the Conference Board of Education: For 
one year, J. F. Robertson, E. A. Bentzinger, J. H. Krenmyre, W. J. 
Steckel, C. E. Beman, A. K. Harper. 

For two years, U. S. Smith, Geo. Blagg, M. E. Reusch, H. M. Hav- 
ner, W. A. Hanna.

REPORT OF PRESIDENT OF IOWA WESLEYAN COLLEGE. 
Dear Fathers and Brethren: 

It is with a glad heart that we submit in these few remarks the 
eleventh report to this body since my service with the college. From 
June 1, prior to the session of the Conference at Ottumwa, to October 
1st, following the session at Bloomfield, a period of ten years and four 
months, representing the longest term of any president of the college, 
it has been my privilege to dwell among you and to serve the cause 
of education. Tne years are inwrought into the very fiber of my own 
life, and if at the beginning I could have foreseen the progress the 
college has made, and the enlargement to my own life the years have 
brought, it would have cheered me incalculably. The results may speak 
for themselves; the record is on high. With membership in the North 
Central Association; with the approval of the University Senate as 
Class A; with the post-graduate courses of the great Universities open 
to our students upon certification of their record, it is not boasting to 
say that the college never had such wide educational approval; and 
with careful management the invested funds of the college will exceed 
$700,000, so that the future is assured. There is no such chance any- 
where in the Conference as offered in this presidency. There is no 
benevolence that justifies itself so immediately and with such far future 
pledge; and the college its current funds, its endowment, and the ut- 
most effort to recruit its student body is urged again in this my last 
report with all the faith and enthusiasm of my first word on the 
subject. 

For myself personally let it be said, that more has been accom- 
plished than could have reasonably been anticipated, and my adminis- 
tration has continued as long as either a sense of duty or my private 
wishes would elect. The opportunity to serve in the “over-seas*' ranks 
of the Red Cross; the multiple messages already committed to me for 
the Wesleyan lads “over there,” and the heartfelt wish to subordinate 
my plans and purposes to the Divine will, renders me covetous of no 
place within the gift of the Conference or church. This is not the 
time to “hoard and sleep and feed.” Every man that can be spared 
ought to go. Our two sons-in-law are in the army; my third daughter 
is in the Red Cross school for nurses; my son is in the Navy, and 
while I do not need to go to prove the loyalty of the family, yet because 
I can go I ought to go. Pray for me! and that God may give me the 
wish of my soul — to carry some young laddie back from the field of 
duty and honor, and bring him to help, safety and home again to his 
mother. 

Rather an unseemly controversy has been running during the 
past year over the collection for the Board of Education reported one 
year ago. The division of the funds according to the order of the Con- 
ference one year ago became the occasion of a demand upon Bro. Pool, 
the treasurer, for one-fifth of the sum collected for the college. This 
was later reduced by various proposals. Believing that the sum was 
raised for the institution, and that the Conference was well within 
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their right in making the apportionment of fifty cents per member, 
the Board of Trustees have refused to make any settlement except 
upon your order. The Board of Education by its secretary; the Bishop 
of the Area; and a law firm headed by a former Attorney General of 
the United States, have all in turn attempted to set us right; more- 
over some very inappropriate resolutions were sent to the college presi- 
dents meeting, happily to receive much needed amendment before pas- 
sage. We would invite the closest scrutiny to the legislation bearing 
on the case. It ought to be had man fashion however, and while the 
Conference is in session. In our judgment the Conference owes co- 
operation with the Board of Education and we hope that a better col- 
lection will be reported this year. Our duty is clear and we are so 
confident of its performance that in all good conscience we assert that 
no law firm outside the bounds of the Conference need interfere at the 
behest of the Board of Education. 

The remarkable proportion of young men who have left the col- 
lege for the services of the country is known to you all. In order to 
help keep the young men in college the Government is arranging to 
establish military training in institutions where more than 100 men of 
18 years will muster for it. While they are actually sworn into ser- 
vice they will not be called until they reach the selective draft age. 
Six of our students and Coach Day, as facutly representative, are 
now at Fort Sheridan taking the preliminary training, and they will 
serve as commissioned officers in the college battalion. In spite of 
increased rates the Hershey Hall for women has every available room 
already reserved for the Fall Semester. But the problem of getting 
100 men for the Freshmen class — and it really comes almost to that 
is a serious one; and my final exhortation to the brethren of the Con- 
ference on the subject of the college is that they shall co-operate for 
that 100 men. 

Permit me on behalf of the college in this last word to thank the 
members of the Iowa Conference for .their co-operation in the years 
gone by and solicit their continued interest for the years that are to 
come. Several of our bishops have during the present administration 
rendered the college extraordinary service, McDowell, Quayle, E. H. 
Hughes, Bristol, Shepherd and Nicholson, God bless them every one. 
Five laymen, during the term just closing, H. A. Cole, C. S. Williams, 
Gardner Cowles, H. M. Havner and Chris. Haw, have loved and served 
the college at the expense of personal convenience and money that 
might well have been bestowed elsewhere. We make mention of them 
in our prayers, they are true FOUNDERS of the college. As. Dr. 
T. J. Myers was first to greet me, let me again testify to his great 
abilities, his devoted spirit, the wisdom of his counsel and the joy of 
our fellowship.

Gradually all handicaps have been over- 
come, until today the American Expeditionary Force has come to be 
the determining factor of the war. 
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It is a source of great gratitude to us that 1,600,000 of our troops 
have reached their destination without any serious damage to a single 
American transport, and that our supplies have reached the Army 
base with comparatively small loss, this being largely due to the 
efficient service of our Navy. 

It is also a source of gratification that our people have thrown 
themselves into the war activities, such as Red Cross Work, Y. M. i 

C. A., Liberty Bonds, War Savings and Thrift Stamps, thus making 
it possible for our soldiers at the front to do effective service. 

We are proud of our boys who have gone from our homes, our 
schools, our farms and factories, into the trenches, the battle front 
and naval defense, and who have brought to us the glory of their 
heroic loyalty. And though our hearts are grieved by the absence 
of our sons from the home and possibly saddened by their death, yet 
let us be comforted by the thought that they have made the supreme 
sacrifice for the uplift of the race. 

We heartily commend the Administration for its policy regarding 
our colleges and the cause of education under the new draft law. 

And we strongly urge the parents of all boys between the ages of 
18 and 21 to see to it that these boys are enrolled in our college and 
enlisted in the S. A. T. C. And we also urge every minister of the 
Iowa Conference to use his utmost endeavor and influence to direct 
these students to Iowa Wesleyan College. We also desire to express 
our high appreciation of the moral safe-guards thrown about our boys 
in both Army and Navy, and for the governmental endorsement of the 
Army Y. M. C. A. - 

As a by-product of the war, we hail with thanksgiving the passage 
of the national prohibition law for the duration of the war, and we 
urge all our people to continue the exercise of every ounce of their 
influence until the National Prohibitory Amendment has been ratified 
by the necessary 36 States, 14 of which are already on record. 

We commend President Wilson and those in authority with him, 
for the wisdom they have displayed in handling the difficult problems 
and situations resulting from the war, and we do hereby pledge the 
President our hearty support in every possible way, to the end that the 
war may be brought to a speedy and successful close, and that a per- 
manent and universal peace may be established in righteousness, 
justice and humanity. 

We rejoice that our ministers of this Conference and their sons 
have so many of them displayed their magnificent loyalty by enlist- 
ment in their country’s service, and we herewith, in accordance with 
the instructions of the Conference, attach the following Roll of Honor:

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON HOSPITALS. 

In presenting the report on hospitals your committee would call 
attention to two facts, one of which gives rise to a feeling of gratifica- 
tion, the other to a feeling of grave concern. 

First: The Iowa Methodist Hospital has, through the year, con- 
tinued its ministry of healing, by treating five thousand patients in 
the hospital, while fifteen hundred were served in the free dispensary. 

Much free work has been done at an expenditure of twenty thousand 
dollars. Young women are being trained as nurses and are being fitted 
to meet the urgent call of the nation for nurses in the time of great 
need. Already the institution has contributed thirty-five nurses and 
ten members of its staff. Thus the hospital is giving Methodism an- 
other avenue through which she may minister in the Master’s name. 

All of which gives pleasure to record. 

Second: Owing to conditions, which are apparent to all, the finan- 
cial problem of the hospital has become very serious. Increased prices 
of food, supplies and all other things that a large hospital must have, 
are causing embarrassment. For a year and a half the current income 
from the operation of the hospital, has been much of the time in- 
sufficient to meet current outgo. The indebtedness, which prior to 
September, 1916, was being steadily reduced by not less than $12,000 
to $15,000 per year for five years, has since that time been increased. 

This increase has been brought about by the building of a nurses’ home 
which was imperatively needed and the making of the many collateral 
improvements. So that the present indebtedness becomes a heavy 
burden. In view of this indebtedness and greatly increased cost of 
operation, and in order that the purpose for which the hospital was 
founded and that the religious spirit be thoroughly maintained, we 
recommend that the proposal of the District Superintendents of the ^^>''••1

tion and assure them of our hearty sympathy and co-operation in 
carrying it forward to still larger usefulness. 



BENEVOLENCES OTHER THAN MISSIONS. 

Work of Freedman’s Aid Society and American Bible Society. 

The work of the Freedman’s Aid Society has been carried on for 
over fifty years. The General Conference authorized and directed each 
pastor to observe the Lincoln Day Anniversary in February. (Dis- 
cipline of 1916, par. 445, page 302.) 

As the result of the work of the society we have 350,000 colored 
members, 3,500 churches and over 2,000 ministers. Our schools supply 
these with pastors and intelligent Christian leaders. For this purpose 
the 21 schools of the Freedman’s Aid Society with their 334 teachers 
and 3,864 students must be maintained. 

A War Call. 

On account of the increased cost of FOOD SUPPLIES, FUEL and 
everything that goes into the expenses of the schools, the Freedman’s 
Aid Society needs at least a 50% increase over last year in its col- 
lections. 

Its students and graduates are drilling in the cantonments, and 
soon will be “doing their bit” somewhere in France. Back of the can- 
tonments are the schools, where others are being prepared to take the 
vacant places of those who fall “in the trenches.” Help the schools; 
and help them now when their need is greatest. 

We recommend, therefore, that each pastor observe Lincoln Day, 
and that in addition to raising the full apportionment for the work of 
the society, an effort be made to secure a 50% increase, to cover the 
additional expense on account of war prices. 

We further recommend that the program and literature prepared 
by this society be distributed in our Sunday Schools and public con- 
gregations. This literature can be secured without cost by sending to 
the office of this society at 420 Plum Street, Cincinnati, Ohio. 

Further, on account of the ever increasing demand upon presses 
of the American Bible Society to supply the Word of God to the army, 
we recommend that each pastor raise the full apportionment for this 
vital cause, and in addition an effort be made to secure a 50% increase 
to cover additional expense of production due to war prices, and to 
meet the constantly increasing demand. 
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REPORT OF DEACONESS BOARD. 

The following deaconesses had their character passed, and license 
renewed: Mary C. Jackson, Wilhelmina Wirtz and Ruby Craig, of 

the Graham Protestant Hospital, Keokuk, Iowa, and Aura Hopkinson, 
of Burlington, Iowa. 

The annual report of Graham Protestant Hospital, held and con- 
trolled by the Women’s Home Missionary Society, of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, has concluded the best year in its history of help- 
ful service. Your Board has been highly gratified with the improve- 
ments made on the property, materially adding to the facilities of the 
institution and its capacity for service. 

Your Board also recommends the adoption of the following: 

Resolved, That we heartily commend the service of the Woman’s 
Home Missionary Society in the schools for the training of our con- 
secrated young women for Christian work, and specially direct the 
attention of our people to the Iowa Bible Training School at Des 
Moines, and assure Miss King and her assistants of our most cordial 
sympathy and co-operation. 



TEMPERANCE. 

Your Committee on Temperance submits the following report: 

We rejoice in another year of onward marching by the temper- 
ance hosts. The amendment to the Federal Constitution providing 
for nation-wide prohibition is now in the hands of the State Legisla- 
tures, fourteen of which have approved it. We shall have a saloonless 
nation in 1920. 

The Congress of the United States has provided war-time prohibi- 
tion. The President of the United States has just now ordered the 
closing of the breweries December 1st, next, in the interest of food 
conservation. 

The State of Iowa must have a dry legislature in order that we 
may be in the ranks of those ratifying the Prohibitory Amendment to 
our National Constitution, and we should see to it that in every district 
only dry candidates are elected, and we are happy that the prospects 
of a good working majority are encouraging indeed. But friends of 
temperance must be on guard. 

The State Anti-Saloon League has enjoyed the most wonderful 
year of its history, and the new superintendent, R. W. Holsapel, has 
made friends and established confidence everywhere. 

We congratulate the State of Iowa on the faithful service of Sena- 
tors Cummins and Kenyon, and the majority of our congressional dele- 
gation to the cause of national prohibition. 

We recommend as trustees for the State Anti-Saloon League, 
representing the Iowa Conference, C. S. Cooper and F. E. Day. 



SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 

The program adopted by the last session of the Annual Conference, 
for five thousand new men in the Sunday Schools of the Conference 
is one worth while, not only for the Sunday Schools, but for the men 
of our communities and churches, and the general good. It should 
not be abandoned, but accomplished. The success of it is largely in 
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the hands of the local Sunday Schools. We believe a prayerful, ener- 
getic, and persistent effort in which all the men of Sunday Schools 
unite will result still in reaching our goal and that such an achieve- 
ment would be one not excelled in good results by any in the history 
of Iowa Methodism. 

Decision Day has proven to be a feature of utility. It should be 
/ observed in every Sunday School this year, especially as these days de- 

mand the greatest spiritual advancement. 

The young men of our Sunday Schools who have gone with the 

i Army and Navy and especial service for the government, also our 
daughters who are with the Red Cross, Y. W. or government service, 
should be kept on the roll of our schools and marked present. They 
should also be informed of their status. 



EPWORTH LEAGUE. 

We, your Committee on Epworth Leagues, beg leave to submit 
the following report, viz: 

That the Epworth Leagues co-operate with their pastors and vice 
versa in furthering the Centenary movement among the young people 
of the church and that we increase the army of Epworth Herald readers 
throughout the Conference. 

We further beg leave to present the following resolution: 

Whereas, It is the suggestion of the central office of the Epworth 
League that as far as possible and as soon as feasible an Epworth 
League Institute shall be organized within the bounds of each Annual 
Conference; and 

Whereas, In order that this shall be done a Conference organiza- 
tion of the Epworth League will be necessary, 

Be it Resolved, That we recommend that the necessary steps be 
taken to perfect such an organization, and that the District Superin- 
tendents be requested to select a committee for said purpose.

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CONSTITUTION PREACHER’S AID SOCIETY OF THE IOWA 
ANNUAL CONFERENCE. 



ARTICLE I. 

Name. 

The name of this organization shall be “The Preacher’s Aid So- 
ciety of the Iowa Annual Conference.” 

ARTICLE II. 

Object. 

The object of the organization is to care for the following expenses 
which may be incurred when a member passes away: 

1. To pay for printing and mailing the notice of death. 

2. To provide flowers for the funeral, the expense not to exceed 
five dollars. 

3. To pay the traveling expenses of not more than three repre- 
sentatives of the Conference who may be appointed by the Conference 
or by the District Superintendents to attend the funeral of a member 
at a remote distance. 

4. To pay the widow, estate or administrator of the deceased the 
sum of one hundred dollars, which amount shall be due within ten 
days of the decease of a member, but in no case shall the amount ex- 
ceed the amount obtained from a single assessment. 

The provisions of 1, 2 and 3 above shall be understood to apply to 
every minister of the Conference. 



ARTICLE III. 



Dues. 



Each minister shall pay to the treasurer one dollar as an initial 
payment and thereafter one dollar upon receipt of the notice of the 
death of a member. Failure to so pay within thirty days constitutes 
a lapse of membership. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Membership. 

All members of the Iowa Conference are eligible to membership, 
also all persons doing supply work in the Conference. 




ARTICLE V. 

Officers. 

The Secretary of the Conference shall be the secretary and treas- 
urer of this organization and it shall be his duty to receive and dis- 
burse funds in accordance with the above provisions. He shall also 
make a report of receipts and disbursements at each session of the 
Conference, which with a list of the membership, shall be published in 
the records of the Conference. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Death Notice. 

The death notice of a member of the organization, whether issued 
by a District Superintendent or a pastor, shall include this statement: 
“Member of Preacher’s Aid Society” and on receipt of such notice each 
member shall remit one dollar to the treasurer. 
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ARTICLE VII. 

Amendments. 

This constitution may be amended at any session of the Confer- 
ence by a majority vote of the members of the society present and 
voting.

MEMOIR S 



MRS. MINNIE WAYMAN ADAMS. 

Minnie Wayman, daughter of Rev. M. B. Wayman of the Iowa Con- 
ference, was born Feb. 2, 1863, at Bloomfield, Iowa. She was gradu- 
ated from Mt. Pleasant High School and later attended I. W. U. She 
was a teacher in the primary schools of Omaha, Neb., for three years. 

August 5th 1885, at New London, Iowa, she was married to Rev. 
and for several years professor of Greek in I. W. U. Rev. Adams’ 
health having failed, they came in 1908 to Mt. Vernon. Three years 
later, Mr. Adams died. For the remaining nine years of her life 
Mrs. Adams’ home was made in Mt. Vernon. She leaves the fol- 
lowing close relatives: Mrs. Olive Wayman, her mother; Olive Wil- 
liams Adams and Harriet Maynard Adams of Mt. Vernon; one broth- 
er, Will Wayman of Valier, Mont.; grand-daughter, Carolin Elizabeth 
Bosley of Ladora; and an uncle and aunt, Mr. and Mrs. J. W. Maynard 
of Omaha, Nebr, 

The breadth of Mrs. Adams’ interest was attested by her member- 
ship and active participation in the following organizations: Methodst 
Episcopal church, of which she was a member since her childhood; 
Home and Foreign Missionary Societies; the General Granville Moody 
circle of the G. A. R., the College Guild and the Sorosis. 

In Mrs. Adams’ mind there was no distinction between the town 
and the college. Whatever built up the college built up the town, and 
vice versa. She was familiar with college problems. The presence of 
her two daughters in Cornell and the presence of students in her home 
kept her in active and sympathetic touch with Cornell life. The many 
students who have known her will mourn her loss as a personal one. 

Mrs. Adams was the originator of the Matron’s Club, which was 
born of her idea that the Matrons of the girls’ dormitories should co- 
operate and not work at cross purposes. 

It is unnecessary to speak in detail of Mrs. Adams as a member 
of the Methodist church. Her work and influence in this is too well 
known over the State to require comment. She was a Christian. 
Death lost its sting and the grave its victory for her and her mood of 
calm cheerfulness was contagious to all her loved ones. 

As the crown and climax of a beautiful life, Mrs. Adams was a 
real wife and real mother. Forced to battle with the world alone, 
without the aid of husband and helpmate, she never faltered nor flinch- 
ed. No soldier on the field of battle ever displayed more courage than 
did Mrs. Adams in her fight in the last year and a half. 

Perhaps the most extraordinary thing in Mrs. Adams’ range of 
activities was the fact that she never played off one against the other, 
but kept a perfect balance beween them all. She did not allow her 
multirafious activities to interfere with her work and ministrations in 
the home, in the slightest degree. She was a true mother. Some one 
has said: “God could not be everywhere, so he made mothers.” To no 
woman could this better be applied. 

The funeral services were held Wednesday, October 17, 1917, at 
the Methodist Episcopal church at Mt. Vernon, Iowa, conducted by Dr. 
W. C. Keeler, and interment made in the Mt. Vernon cemetery. 
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LAWRENCE AUSTIN GILBERT. 

Lawrence Austin, son of Dr. and Mrs. H. F. Gilbert, was born at 
Cedar, Iowa, July 11th, 1902, and died at his home in Washington, 
Iowa, February, 16th, 1918, aged 15 years. 7 months and 5 days. On 
account of the contagious character of the disease that caused his 
death, no service could be held in the home. A brief service was held 
at the cemetery conducted by the pastor, who was assisted by Rev. 
U. S. Smith and Rev. C. A. Field. The body was placed in a receiving 
vault and transferred April 4, to the cemetery at Bloomfield, Iowa, 
where a brief service was held, conducted by Rev. H. B. Scoles, assist- 
ed by Rev. E. J. Shook. 

Lawrence was ill but a short time, and his condition was not 
thought to be serious. He sang at the High School Concert Tuesday 
night and was in fine spirits. For three days he suffered from tonsil- 
itis. Friday night, diptheritic symptoms appeared and the fight for 
life began. His father spoke to him of the possibilities of death. Law- 
rence faced the inevitable with true Christian fortitude, affirming his 
faith in Christ and expressing his readiness to die if it was God’s 
will. But he was full of abounding life and put up a brave fight. The 
gathering of the membrane made breathing difficult and overtaxed the 
heart. When the end seemed near, the father, who, through the 
years had been chum and comrade to his son, assured him that he 
would go with him just as far as he could; and together they went to 
the very portals of heaven where the Heavenly Father took him and 
he entered the city celestial. 

Lawrence was a young man of unusual promise. He was an 
athlete and was fast developing into a perfect specimen of physical 
manhood. He carried his studies with ease. Socially, he was a favor- 
ite. Everybody liked Lawrence. He was an enthusiastic Boy Scout, 
active in the Sundav School and Epworth Leaeue and was a member 
of the choir. His death not only affected individuals and groups, it 
touched the heart of the community. The young people were subdued 
and made to think of the serious side of life. None but God knows the 
impressions for good that were made upon the young life of the com- 
munity by this apparently untimely death. 

We are glad for the consolation of the Christian faith that this 
young lif.e white with the blossom of promise, will find fruition in a 
fairer clime. The poet’s dream has already been realized by Lawrence. 

“Oh. think! to step ashore, and that shore Heaven; 

To clasp a hand outstretched, and that God’s hand; 

To breath a new air, and that celestial air; 

To feel refreshed, and know it immortality. 

Oh, think! to pass from storm and stress 

To one unbroken calm; 

To wake and find it glory!” 



MRS. SADIE ALICE TROSTEL. 

Mrs. Sadie Alice Trostel, wife of Rev. S. P. Trostel. was born 
April 14, 1876, at Harrisburg, Penn., and was promoted from the M. 
E. parsonage at Montrose, Iowa, Feb. 22, 1918; Mrs. Trostel was the 
youngest child of a large family of Mr. and Mrs. Abraham Bousman of 
Harrisburg, Penn. In her childhood days she was a great Sunday 
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Schol worker and as a child brought many children to class and Sun- 
day School. At the age of 18 she gave her life to her Master and laid 
her all on the altar of service for God. In 1894 she was united in 
marriage to S. P. Trostel, who at that time was also active in his 
church, which was the United Brethren. Shortly after her marriage 
she with her husband entered the Rescue Mission work and for seven 
years she proved her loyalty and devotion to God. In this work with 
her husband she brought many to the Master who were far down in 
sin. From this calling she entered with her husband the evangelistic 
field and from this to the pastorate, and again she proved her power 
and love for God and labored with a zeal which brought victory to her 
soul and strength to her husband. Her last years in God’s service were 
at Sperry and Montrose, Iowa. At Sperry her devotion and zeal was 
a great inspiration to her husband and the victory was hers when the 
new church was built at that place. Her last month on earth was 
spent in great labors with her husband in a five weeks evangelistic 
meeting at their charge, Montrose. Here she labored with her usual 
zeal and brought souls to the altar and was the light in the meetings. 
She was called when in the heart of her labors. She leaves to mourn 
her departure her husband, a daughter and a son. 

The funeral service was held at Montrose, on Sunday, Feb. 24th, 
at 2:00 p. m., Rev. Dr. Shook, District Superintendent, preaching the 
sermon. The remains were taken to Sperry, where services were held 
Feb. 25th, The sermon was here preached by Rev. N. A. Swickard. 
with remarks by Dr. Shook and Rev. H. Green. The interment was 
in Sperry cemetery.

Friday Afternoon Session. 

The tenth annual convention of the Laymen’s Association of the 
Iowa Conference convened in the First Baptist Church at Bloomfield, 
Iowa, at 2:00 p. m., September 6th, President Phelps presiding. The 
session was opened with devotionals led by the President. 

Appointment of Committees: Committee to Escort the Bishop to 
Our Meeting — J. S. Bellamy, C. B. Quick. 

Committee on Credentials and Enrollment — P. F. Wenger, A. J. 
Wood, J. R. Russell, D. R. Payne. 

Committee on Resolutions — Thomas Goodson, W. H. Hamilton, 
W. A. Hanna, Rae L. Dean.

On motion the President appoints the following committee to plan 
the work for the coming Conference year: Ellsworth Rominger, Mrs.

Address by Bishop Matt. S. Hughes. 

On motion a rising vote of thanks was given Bishop Hughes for 
his address and also to manifest the spirit of co-operation which we 
as laymen have toward the leaders of our church. 

J. S. Bellamy, as one of the trustees of the Wesley Foundation of 
Iowa, presents the following resolution, which was on motion adopted: 

Whereas, It has been the custom of the four M. E. Conferences 
of the state of Iowa, to sustain through the Wesley Foundation, a 
student pastor in the Iowa State University, of Iowa City, Iowa, and 
the Iowa Agricultural College, of Ames, Iowa, by direct apportionment 
of funds on the membership, on a basis of three cents per member; and 

Whereas, The result of the labors of these student pastors has 
resulted in the enlargement of the student work, and adequate con- 
veniences must be had for pastor and students, to that end the purchase 
of real estate has been made at opportune time, that after the war 
suitable buildings may be erected to properly care for the work thus 
begun; and 

Whereas, The purchase price of the above named property has 
not been met other than by missionary support, and by the borrowing 
of money from various banks for limited time only, which amount now 
stands near $14,000.00 to be provided for. Therefore be it 

Resolved, by this Laymen’s Association, in regular annual session, 
that it is the sense of this Association that the amount above named 
should be assumed by the four Annual Conferences of Iowa, and that 
we place ourselves on record as favoring the proposition that the Iowa 
Conference assume its pro rata share of said sum of $14,000.00, de- 
termined on the basis of membership, and pledge our Association to 
stand behind this movement with time and means, until said amount 
is raised and the indebtedness cancelled.

Rev. A. W. Harned, of Des Moines, President of the Iowa Public 
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Welfare League, in a brief address presented an outline of the work 
of the organization. 

Saturday’s Forenoon Session. 

At 7:30 a. m. a morning prayer service was held in the First 
Baptist Church, led by John Hasty, Jr., of Delta. 

At 9:30 a. m. the regular morning session was opened with a de- 
votional service, led by President Phelps. 

Address, “Stewardship,” C. G. Gloeckler, Mt. Pleasant. 

Address, “System in Church Finance,” E. L. Stickney, Moulton. 

Discussion of both topics. 

Rev. A. B. Hightshoe, U. S. Smith and J. C. Kendrick then briefly 
addressed the Association, asking that the Laymen’s Association co- 
operate with the Annual Conference in taking steps in the raising of 
an adequate permanent fund for the Conference claimants. The mat- 
ter was referred to the committee on resolutions, which committee was 
requested to draft suitable resolutions covering the matter. 

Address, “The Centenary Movement,” Mrs. A. J. Pichereau, Ft. 
Madison. 

Address, “The Laymen in the Annual Conference,” J. M. Beck, 
Centerville. 

Discussion. 

The time for adjournment having arrived, it was decided to permit 
further discussion of this topic this afternoon, if time permits. 



Afternoon Session. 

Called to order at 1:45 p. m. by President. 

Chris. Haw presents the following- resolution, which was on mo- 
tion adopted: 

“Whereas, In our judgment fifty cents per member for Iowa 
Wesleyan College is not a just and fair distribution of this burden 
among the churches, and 

“Whereas, The use of cents rather than dollars in public presenta- 
tion disparages the standing of the college in the mind of the general 
public, and 

“Whereas, Our college is the chief benevolent interest before the 
Iowa Conference and especially now because of the greatly increased 
cost of maintenance growing out of conditions created by the war, 

“Be it Resolved, That we, the Laymen’s Association of the Iowa 
Conference, assembled in annual session, hereby recommend to the 
Iowa Conference Board of Education that the per capita tax of fifty 
cents per member be dropped and instead a total sum as a voluntary 
offering be asked, which shall be equal to the amount asked for Home 
and Foreign Missions, and likewise distributed among the churches 
and included in their budget.” 

The Committee on Nominations then presented their report and 
the following officers were elected for the ensuing year: 

President — E. E. Phelps, Mt, Pleasant. 

Vice Presidents — C. E. Carter, Reasnor; J. C. Duncan, Mt. Pleas- 
ant; D. H. Payne, Bloomfield; A. J. Wood, Muscatine. 

Secretary-Treasurer — A. N. Jarvis, Burlington. 
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Rev. E. E. Higley, of Des Moines, addressed the Association on 
the “Centenary.” 

The Association then took up the topic assigned for the afternoon, 
“The Men’s Drive, 5,000 More Men for the Sunday School, What We 
Have Done,” J. S. Bellamy, secretary of the special committee, having 
this in hand. 

Knoxville, Iowa, September 5, 1918. 

To the Laymen of the Iowa Conference. 

Brethren: At the meeting of the Laymen’s Association, Septem- 

ber, 1917, Dr. Edgar Blake, Secretary of the Sunday School Board, 
made a proposition to the Association to organize for a campaign to 
add five thousand men to the roll of the Sunday Schools of the Iowa 
Conference. After mature and prayerful consideration of the proposi- 
tion it was accepted. A committee of eight, consisting of two laymen 
from each Conference district, was selected to conduct the drive. The 
committee met one week after the adjournment of the Conference in 
Ottumwa and organized by electing S. A. Power, of Fairfield, chair- 
man; Dr. W. B. La Force, of Ottumwa, secretary. Dr. W. S. Bovard, 
of the Sunday School Board, met with the committee. A campaign 
was planned to reach all counties in the Conference, Dr. Bovard to 
make a speaking campaign. Dr. Bovard addressed fifty-five meetings 
and Dr. Middleton a number. These meetings were intended to set 
forth the object of the drive and induce the active co-operation of the 
Sunday Schools of the Conference in the success of the enterprise. 

In January, 1918, Dr. La Force resigned the office of secretary and 
severed his membership as a member of the committee, he having re- 
ceived a call to go to China as a medical missionary. The writer was 
elected secretary. In April a Conference rally was held in Ottumwa. 
The ministers, Sunday School superintendents and officers of the Con- 
ference were invited to be present. The attendance was not what was 
expected. Dr. Edgar Blake, Dr. W. S. Bovard and Mr. Carpenter, of 
Brazil, Ind., were present and delivered excellent addresses, creating 
much enthusiasm for the success of the Sunday School work. All 
present felt well repaid for the sacrifice made to attend the meeting. 
A plan was adopted to carry on a summer campaign. Dr. Bovard, of 
the Sunday School Board, Dr. Gearhart and Dr. Moody, of the North 
New York Conference, each spent twenty days in the Conference cam- 
paign, making addresses and assisting in organizing men’s classes and 
encouraging the Sunday School work generally. 

August 1st, I mailed to each pastor in the Conference a postal 
card asking for information that would enable your committee to de- 
termine the success of the drive as outlined by the committee and the 
Sunday School Board. The number of replies received was not as 
numerous as I feel should have been received. Burlington District 
received 7, indicating an enrollment in men’s classes September, 1917, 
153; September, 1918, 196; gain, 43; in the Army, 99; total gain, 142. 

Oskaloosa District, replies, 14; enrollment, September, 1917, 685; 
September, 1918, 886; gain, 201; Army, 318; total gain, 519. 

Muscatine District, replies, 9; enrollment, September, 1917, 220; 
September, 1918, 206; loss, 14; Army, 97, total gain, 83. 

Ottumwa District, replies, 5; enrollment, September, 1917, 179; 
September, 1918, 249; gain, 70; Army, 63; total gain, 133. 

These reports indicate an enrollment in the schools reporting of 
9,347. Enrolled in Men’s Bible classes, September 1, 1917, 1,237; en- 
rolled September 1, 1918, 1,537; indicating a total gain in the schools 
of 300. Adding the number in the Army, 577, makes a total gain 
of 877. 
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I believe it to be a fair basis to add those in the Army and Navy 
to the gain indicated in the enrollment for the year. These figures 
show for the thirty-four charges reporting a total gain of 877; which 
would indicate a gain of slightly over nine per cent over the enrollment 
for the year 1917. The figures would indicate a total gain of slightly 
more than 4000 in the Conference, provided the ratio of gain in the 
charges not reporting should equal that of those that have made re- 
ports. While we have not attained the success hoped for, yet I believe 
the work has not been in vain. If our Conference Sunday Schools 
have not fallen off in attendance, as some of the Eastern Conferences 
have, we certainly have attained a large measure of success. I would 
suggest that some arrangement be made to continue the campaign 
during the coming year. The Sunday School Board have agreed to 
co-operate as fas as possible.

Report of Resolutions Committee was presented and adopted as 
follows: 

Be it Resolved by the Laymen’s Association of the Iowa Confer- 
ence, in this the tenth annual session assembled. 

1st — Realizing that the achievements of the laymen’s movement 
for the past three years have been largely the result of the personal 
sacrifice and untiring efforts of our President, E. E. Phelps, we heart- 
ily express our thanks and appreciation for his efficient leadership. 

2nd — We rejoice because of his selection as business manager of 
the Iowa Wesleyan College, and we congratulate him in his position, 
and hereby pledge to him, and to the said college, the hearty support, 
both spiritually and physically, of the Laymen of the Iowa Conference. 

We likewise express our appreciation of the services of our Secre- 
tary, A. N. Jarvis, and the other officers of this Association. 

We commend the work of all the Laymen of this Conference, who 
have put forth the special effort in the drive for 5,000 additional men 
in the Sunday School, and we especially appreciate the services of 
our friend and brother J. S. Bellamy, of Knoxville, and Dr. W. B. 
La Force, who is so nobly engaged in the Christianization of the world, 
and who is now connected with Tsing Hua College, Peking, China. 

3rd — Realizing that it is largely through individual efforts, con- 
stant prayer and personal work that men and women are brought to 
Christ, we especially recommend that greater efforts be put forth this 
coming year by all the laymen of this Association in the winning of 
souls to Christ, and we especially recommend the continuance of the 
special efforts of the Iowa Conference to secure recruits for the Sun- 
day School. 

4th. That the laymen of the Iowa Conference heartily approve of 
the resolution passed by the Iowa Conference, and submitted to this 
association for ratification; said resolution being as folows: 

Resolved, That it be the sense of the Iowa Conference that we 
should set Five Hundred Thousand Dollars as the goal for our perma- 
nent fund for Conference Claimants, to be raised by intensive cam- 
paign in such way, and at such time as the Board of Stewards and 
District Superintendents may think wise. 

5th — Resolved, That we favor the admission of laymen to mem- 
bership in the Annual Conference, and urge the adoption of the amend- 
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ment to the discipline to be voted on next year, which, if accepted, will 
bring this about. 

6th — Fully realizing that the Methodist Church, in the past, has 
been one of the greatest organizations of the world for the furtherance 
of the religion of Christ, and while we point with pride to our achieve- 
ments, let us not become vain over the past, but let us plan for the 
future by consecrating our lives and our wealth to greater achieve- 
ments ‘ in the Christianization of the world, and believing that the 
progress of the world’s evangelism will be more speedily achieved by 
the Centenary Movement of the Church, we hereby pledge the hearty 
support of this Association in prayer, time and money, to the end that 
by such we may now utilize and conserve the great wave of moral 
influence at this time abroad in the world. 

7th — We express our thanks to the Baptist Brethren for their 
kindness in opening the doors of their church for the meetings of this 
Association. 

8th — We appreciate the hearty welcome and the many kindnesses 
extended to us by the good people of Bloomfield during our stay among 
them. 

9th — We greatly appreciate the excellent addresses by Bishop 
Matt. S. Hughes and the other speakers who have appeared on this 
program, thereby contributing to the inspiration and success of this 
meeting.

Rev. Rockwell P. Clancy, of India, was then introduced to the 
meeting and gave a short address. 

Address — “What the Men’s Drive Meant to Us,” Rev. F. A. Moore, 
Reasnor. 

Address — “What Next? The Possibilities of the New Year,” Rev. 
J. D. O’Dell, Thornburg. 

The report of the Committee to plan work for the New Year was 
presented and adopted, which was as follows: 

1st — We favor an intensive evangelistic campaign for the new 
conference year. We believe this can be best accomplieshed by the 
immediate organization of Gospel Teams on every charge in the Iowa 
Conference. That by organizing the men of the church, an oppor- 
tunity will be given to better the social life of the church, and make 
the church a real helper in promoting the civic and patriotic affairs of 
our community life. In the organization of the laymen we ask the co- 
operation of our pastors that the men of the church may be able to 
act in harmony with all the efforts of the pastors. That we favor an 
earnest effort being made to get the men of our church to engage in 
public work; namely, the prayer meetings, the singing and the testi- 
mony meetings, thereby developing spiritual power that will lead 
men to change their lives from sin, both of omission and commission, 
and become active workers for the saving of the souls of men. 

2nd — That we endorse the efforts that are now being made in all 
our churches to unite the men of the church, and those who really be- 
long to the church, in Bible classes for the study of the Scriptures. 
That we urge upon the members of these Bible classes and others to 
at once institute an active campaign for the increase of membership. 
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That we believe that the church is made stronger and many men are 
led into the Kingdom, through the study of the Bible. We realize the 
fact that many men of fine ability neglect church service, but are 
willing to join the Bible classes, and we believe that through this 
branch of church work our Sunday School will be increased in number 
and eventually the men of the community will be brought into the 
fold of the church. And in this way the church’s influence will be in- 
creased in civic matters, men will lead better lives and the cause of 
Jesus Christ will be reflected through the lives of these men. That 
we favor including in the Sunday reports of the attendance of our 
Bible classes, all of our soldier and sailor boys, and that they be re- 
ported as members of our respective Bible classes and Sunday school. 
And that we further recommend that the Superintendents of our Sun- 
day Schools and the teachers of the Bible classes advise the soldiers 
and sailors that they have enrolled their names in the classes, and 
that they will be considered members and reported for attendance dur- 
ing the time they are in the service of their country. 

3rd — That we believe that the Gospel Team work of the church 
could be facilitated and made more effective if the pastor and the 
Gospel Team workers would talk their plans over prayerfully and heart 
to heart, that there may be hearty co-operation of all the ministers 
of our churches with the evangelistic spirit that the laymen are try- 
ing to develop, that they may become stronger and better prepared to 
aid in the holding of special services for the winning of souls for ser- 
vice in our churches, and the Kingdom of God. 

4th — That we heartily endorse the work of the Sunday School 
Board of our church, in the efforts made to strengthen our Sunday 
School and Bible classes, for we believe that the Sunday School 
is the great recruiting station of our church and through its in- 
fluence and power our church must ever be strengthened, and the 
splendid plans that have been given us by our Sunday School leaders 
deserve our careful consideration, and we favor co-operating with them 
in every way possible to build up our Sunday Schools. And we be- 
lieve that the Bible classes should be made a center of live, spiritual 
power.
